COMPANIES MUST MAKE CHANGE.

A Cheap Fuel Made of Coal Dust Mixed

SUDND PRODUCED BY EAYS OF LIGHT

The demand for ebange on the part of
passeogers on sireet cars who happen to find
themselves without the exact fare has oiten
led to difficulties, sud the broad prineiple
lies been 1aid down in ome or two resultant
law suits that the passenger is supposed to
krow what the fare isand to be prepared
with it, and that there is no actual obliga-
tion mpou he street car company to farnish
any change at all, although by the accepted
lsws of business courtesy ther alwaysdo
to » reasonsble extent when called upon.

But it appears that a different view of the
question has been recently taken by a Cali-
forpia court. A passenger, it seems, offered
the conductora §§ gold piece, which was
the smallest picce of money he had. The
conductor would not change it and informed
the passenger that unless he paid his fare of
5 cents he wonld have to Jeave the car. The
passenger refusing to get off, the conductor
stopped the car, called the driver to his as-
sistance and pot him ont against his protest
and strugrles, in & much damaged con-
dition. The passenger sued the company,
ard against their claim that every pasrenger
was legally bound to tender the exact fare
or forieit his right to ride, obtained a judg-
ment 1> §500. }

This decision was sistained by the Su-
preme Court, which held that a passenger
cannot be reqn:red to tender the exacl sum,
butonly a reasonable amount, and that
“the carrier must accopt such tender and
furnish chauge.” Five dollars in the opinion
of the court was not an uoreasonable amount
for the passenger 1o offer.

The order recently passed by the Board of
Aldermen in Boston limiting the spesd of elac-
wric cars in the suburban districts to 12 miles
an hour, and in the more crowded stréets to 7
miles per hour, has given great dissatis-
faction in that clty. Itisargued thatif the

ds mentioned were the average speeds in-
cluding stops, there would be nothing to com-
plain of. For the suburban aistriots 12 miles
per hour i altogether too jow alimit, and Goes
not permit of rapid transit io any sense of the
